The "Escorial." Spain's tJreatest Building, 
Cost More Than |lt,MMM. 



SpBin possesses one of the largest build 
ings in the world. It is at once a palace, 
a museum, a library, a picture gallery, a 
monastery, a church and a burial place, 
says The Louisville Post. 

This wondertul edifice is called tbe Es- 
corial, although the name is very generally 
corrupted both in England and America 
into ••Escurial " 

Tbe Escorial was commenced in 
by order of Philip LI. of Spain, and was 
intended partly as a royal buryingplace 
for tbe Kings of Spain and partly as a 
commemoration of Pbilip's victory over 
the French at St Quentin in 1557. 

It was built entirely of granite, and 
measures 744 feet in length by 580 feet in 
breadth. At each corner Is a tower 200 
feet in height. The building is supposed 
to represent an enormous gridiron lying 
upside down, and thla shape is believed 
to have reference to St. Lawrence, who 
was married on a gridiron. 

Twenty one years were spent in build- 
ing it, and it cost over 112,000,000. It 
has been twice partly destroyed by light 
ning, and was sacked by the French sol- 
diers in 1800 There are 14.000 doors and 
thrice that many windows.

The volunteers had 
fled.

ONE TORPEDO BOAT BADLY DAMAGED. 



The Saniards Were Attacked by the 
American Ships and the Pa- 
triots ou Land. 



Key West, Fla., May 13.-

The commander, Lieut, J. B. Berna- 
dou, was seriously wounded and is 
now here. The dead were brought in 
on the gunboat Hudson, which also 
towed the ruins of the Winslow. 

The Winslow. Wilmington and Hud- 
son were cruising off Cardenas, and 
about 1 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
the little torpedo-boat moved in close 
to shore. She could see the main bat- 
teries, about a mile and a half ahead, 
but had no thought of a masked bat- 
tery. She reached a point nearly 500 
yards from the shore, when suddenly 
"the shrubbery parted and heavy can- 
non boomed out. 

The Spanish were too close to miss. 
Heavy solid shot and shells hit all 
about the torpedo boat 

A solid shot tore through her hull, 
and the forward boiler blew up, but 
her men did not flinch. Another shot 
tore away her rudder, and she drifted 
helplessly. The Hudson steamed into 
the harbor and took the Winslow in 
tow. The Hawsers were scarcely fas- 
tened when a shell burst directly ov.-r 
the wounded boat.

The Captain, won- 
dering, put out a boat to board her She 
proved to be the Marie Celeste of Boston, 
and the maritime world knows well what 
he found 

A silence as of mystery hung over the 
ship. The boat's crew clambered aboard, 
and proceeded to make a thorough search. 
The vessel had been abandoned. Never 
where men more startled. Here was a 
deserted ship, but never a reason for the 
desertion. She was sound; the provi- 
sions wore ample; and everything waa In 
perfect order. Not a boat was away 
from the davits. Chronometers, com- 
passes, charts, all the instruments of nav- 
igation were in their places. The mates' 
watches hung In their cabins, the money 
chests were untouched.

Ail ports and shipping 
asked to keep a sharp lookout for the 
missing ones. Two continents took up 
the thread, but the mystery is still un- 
solved. 

In a word, we have here a sound ship, 
well supplied in every way, deserted in 
calm weather, for no apparent reason and 
in an unknown manner; the Captain, 
paseengers, crew, all vanished— whither? 

Many theories have been advanced, 
but all have so far been refuted. Pi- 
? No, for the cargo and valuables 
were unmolested Poisoned by ship' 
? No, for the food was carefully 
preserved and analysed. Mutiny and 
murder? No, for not a thing was dis- 
turbed about the whole ship; end whither 
and how did the mutineers flee, since all 
the boats were accounted for? And so 
a through a long list of conjectures.
